long row of cells which, before the 
oater doors were removed, could be 
shot la so that no ray of light entered. 
There was bard stone to sleep on and 
a space three feet by six to stretch In. 
Handily situated at the end of the row 
were two padded cells for those who 
went insane. The padded cells were 
necessary parts of the prison equlp^ 
meat In tbe old days.
